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le Teachers in secondary schools have been instructed to “actualize and politicize" 
all subjects taught by them, Special courses are held for teachers in order 
to show them how to inject the proper political content into their lessons, A 
professor whe serves ag inspector, accompanied by a momber of the Rumanian 
Workers Party, frequently visits classes to check on the execution of these 
instructions. Each teacher must prepare and keep 4 daily notebook on the 
subject-matter for each class in order that a check may be made on his teaching,
